T/.KES SPOTLIGHT 


While the spotlight of the vast 
eastern front was focussed on 
Vienna and Berlin, Soviet forces 
in Upper Silesia captured the in- 
dustrial cities 01 Neisse and Loeb- 
schuetz and were probing the 
Sudeten mountain passes leading 
from Silesia to Brno, Prague and 
Hitler’s Czechoslovak arsenal. 

The capture of Neisse and Loeb- 
schuetz were announced in a sec 
ond order of the day issued by 
Marshal Stalin. Elsewhere the 
Red army was attacking on five 
other major sectors from western 
Latvia to Yugoslavia’s 
border. 

In three of these operations, the 
Russians battered the perimeter 
defenses of the isolated Baltic 
ports of Danzig and Gdynia, 
inched into the southern forts 
guarding Stettin, Berlin’s northern 
anchor, and battled under German 
naval fire to wipe out a Nazi 
pocket, in East Prussia southwest 
of Koenigsberg. 

In Hungary, Marshal Feodor I. 
Tolbukhin‘s Third Ukrainian army 
captured the great Hungarian rail 
city of Veszprem, 115 miles east 
of the Austrian mountain fortress 
of Graz, in its pile-driving new 
offensive and swept up more than 
350 other towns and villages. 
TERRITORY REGAINED 

Tolbukhin’s troops surged over 
territory conquered in December 
and lost to a German counteroffen- 
sive in January. They smashed 
the counterblows of “eleven en- 
emy tank divisions.” 

In the initial phases of the new 
assault, more than 6,000 enemy 
prisoners were taken by Russian 
troops under 60 generals. 

In this powerful sweep across 
western Hungary, the Soviets also 
recaptured the great 13-way com- 
munications center of Szkesfeher- 
var. 

Eighteen miles southeast of 
Szekesfehervar, Tolbukhin s 
troops captured Enying, and 23 
miles southwest of Szekesfeher- 
var burst into Veszprem beyond 
the west shore of Lake Balaton. 

Ten miles north of Veszprem, 
the Soviets surged into Zircz. 
FORCES LATTER FOE 

The enemy said that Tolbu- 
khin’s forces, who were within 57 
miles east of the great rail city of 
Szombathely near the Austro- 
Hungarian border, were battering 
at the approaches to Komarom, 
key Danube city citadel 84 miles 
east of Vienna. 

The battle before Berlin was 
“now raging to a climax,” the 
Nazi DNB agenmy said. 

The Nazis said that Marshal 
Gregory K. Zhukov’s First White 
Russian Army troops had been at 
least temporarily held at Golzow. 

Eight miles to the south the Ger- 
mans said massed tank forces of 
Zhukov’s army had broken into 
Klessin, 33 miles east of Berlin.

When Nazis Cave, Don't Relax! 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—(/)?f 


A grim resolve to flatten Japan 
mingled tonight with Washing- 
ton’s satisfaction over new pros- 
pects of early victory in Europe. 

All over this war-jammed capi- 
tal, from the Pentagon to Capitol 
Hill, ran the refrain: This is no 
time to let up steam. 

A summary of what the people 
may expect, compiled by Asso- 
ciated Press reporters as Allied 
troops surged across the Rhine, 
added up like this: 

(1) Some of the soldiers now 
fighting in Europe will come home 
to stay, when that job is done. 
But the figure will not be sub- 
stantial and will not include men 
in the service forces or air forces. 

(2) The bulk of the Army and 
all Navy pé@ople will be needed 
against Japan. 

(3) The War Production Board 
has no intention of relaxing mu- 
‘nitions output. War workers will 
‘still be needed by the millions, 
iwar bonds by the billions. 
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won’t end. 

(5) The administration will con- 
tinue pressing for manpower con- 
trols, including a nurses’ draft. 

(6) Demands will be raised— 
and resisted—for tax reductions. 


(7) Some minor home front re-. 
strictions probably will be lifted. 
War Mobilizer syrnes said so this 
week in restating his call for a 
midnight entertainment curfew. 
But price controls and rationing 
will continue through ihe war 
against Japan and perhaps longer. 

(8) Wage controls, as they now 
stand, will be fought more vigor- 
ously than ever by organized labor. 

(9) There should be a small and 
gradual return to production of a 
lot of things civilians have been 
doing without for months or years. 

(10) The nation’s foreign policy 
will stress international collabora- 
tion. Peace in Europe undoubted- 
ly will test foreign relations to

LONDON, March 24.—() 
Allied radio stations broadcast 
a message from Gen, Eisen- 
hower to the German army 
and the Waffen SS disclosing 
that the Allies had captured 
a German secret order calling 
for the execution of Allied air- 
borne troops and warning the 
enemy that severe punishment 
would be dealt to any troops 
carrying out the order.

ON THE RHINE, March 24.— 
(P)—Fighting the most intricate 


northern} battle ever planned by American 


and British soldiers, elements of 
three armies were making amaz- 
ing progress today after crossing 
the Rhine by a combination of 
skill and guts. 

To get a ringside view of the 
greatest co-ordinated attack ever 
staged on the western front I fol- 
lowed the doughboys and Tom- 
mies from their. secret assembly 
areas to the Rhine over moonlit 
roads, watched the attack develop 
from a front line regimental com- 
mand post, went across the river, 
and finally took a flight in a Cub 
airplane for a 3,000-foot-high seat 
over the great Rhine for the air 
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and glider troops. 

I will try to draw into one view 
the tremendous overall significance 
of the attack by the ordinary men 
of Britain and America turned 
soldier. 

There is not a man, American 
or British, from generals to pri- 
vates, who does not feel that this 
is the beginning of the last major 
battle that will bring the war to 
a quick end. 

It is the first time that this feel- 
ing has permeated into the hearts 
of the always pessimistic GIs who 
have to do the fighting. 

Everything the Allies, amateurs 
to begin with, have learned in 
three years of war has been 


thrown into this battle against the 


14,000 Warplanes Rock 
Reich in Record Raid 


LONDON, March 24.—(UP)—The Allies sent an estimated 14,000 
warplanes—the greatest air armada in history—against Germany to- 
day, devastating the Ruhr, launching a record airborne landing and 
blasting Berlin in the first raid on the Reich capital by Italy-based 


planes, 


“This is the opening of the final, 


round,” Air Chief Marshal Sir Ar- 
thur Tedder told the fliers in their 
final briefing for the greatest day 
of air operations in five and one- 
half years of war. 

Heavy bombers, medium bomb- 
ers, fighters, gliders, troop carriers 
and tactical planes filled the skies 
over the Reich, shooting down at 
least 68 German planes and plas- 
tering the Ruhr with bombs in 
support of the big Allied push 
across the Rhine. 


American and British planes 
threw an impenetrable air um- 
brella over the ground armies, 
blasted German troop concentra- 
tions, strongpoints, armor, gun po- 
sitions, airfields, railroads and 
highways. They also bombed two 
big fuel refineries. 
SPECTACULAR OPERATION — 

Most spectacular was the gigan- 
tic airborne operation in the Wesel 
area, in which between 5,000 and 
6,000 planes were engaged, the 
greatest air effort in history. A 
100-mile column of gliders and 
troop carriers for two _ hours 
poured thousands of troops be- 
hind enemy lines while protecting 
fighters swarmed on all sides of 
the great formation. 


Shortly after the landing, some 
240 Liberators of the U. S. Eighth 
Air Force came over the airborne 
bridgehead only a few hundred 
feet above the ground, dropping 
1,600 tons of food, medicine and 
fighting equipment to. the troops. 


Great squadrons of RAF Lan- 
casters blotted out German defense 
positions ahead of the other 
ground. troops which crossed the 
Rhine in assault boats. They hit 
troop concentrations, armored 
units, fortifications and machine- 
gun nests “with great accuracy.” 


ALL PLANES UP 


Virtually every British-based 
and tactical plane at the Allies’ 
disposal was in action over the 
Rhine when the 15th Ai~ Force in 
Italy sent its largest escorted 
heavy bomber fleet of the war on 
the 1,200-mile roundtrip to Berlin.

most powerful German fighting 
force left on the western front. 

German resistance at first was 
spotty. Abronmal numbers of 
German prisoners were taken in 
small attacks. One division alone 
had nearly 1,000 before the morn- 
ing was over. 

It was the same type of feeble 
resistance that was encountered 
at the Roer last month when Ger- 
man soldier morale slid down and 
the front collapsed, 


But the Allied attack was suc- 
ceeding primarily not because of 
German morale. It was because 
of these factors and hundreds like 
them, 

The calm, icy courage of British 
Commandos who lay within 1,500 
yards of Wesel while the RAF put 
on one of the greatest night pre- 
cision attacks of the war. Three 
hundred Lancasters flattened the 
town in 15 minutes, 

The Commandos rushed into 
the flaming rubble and crushed 
the resistance of tough German 
parachute troopers. 

The bravery of American trans- 
port pilots who flew their cum- 
bersome ships with heavy gliders 
in tow into a storm of flak and 
dropped grim airborne troops. 
Sometimes they came back across 
the Rhine in flames, sometimes 
not at all. 

But these are only snapshots in 
the great battle. Here is how it 
developed: 

Yesterday afternoon a pall of 
smoke hung over the entire Ruhr 
and the Rhine from Duesseldorf 
to Arnheim. Some of it was the 
result of Allied smoke pots along 
the river, but most of it was from 
flaming buildings of the Ruhr and 
the impact of thousands of Ameri- 
can and British bombers and fight- 
ers. 

There was little movement be- 
hind the front late yesterday aft- 
ernoon as the Ninth Army and 
the British Second -Army lay 
quiet. 

But with darkness the front 
stirred to life. From the forests 
came the rumble of tanks and 
trucks, and on the roads long con- 
voys sprang forth like magic with 
loads of every conceivable 


miles northwest of Duisburg, Eu- 
rope’s greatest inland port. 

Airborne troops and naval forces 
were thrown into the gr®atest op- 
eration since D-Day. The First 
Airborne Army plummeted pos- 
sibly 40,000 troops down five miles 
beyond tne Rhime north of the 
Ruhr’s gateway city of Wesel and 
joined with the British Second 
Army within six hours. The air 
train was at least 500 miles long. 

The U. S. Ninth Army, with 
Gen. Eisenhower himself looking 
on, struck straight for the great 
industrial cities of the Runr, cross- 
ing south of Wesel and driving 
four miles eastward. 

More than 10,000 Allied planes 
ruled inner Germany’s skies, fer- 
rying parachute troops, scattering 
the ground defenders with bombs, 
bullets and rockets, or heaping 
fresh destruction on already bat- 
tered enemy communication lines 
to the flaming front. 

PATTON IN P&4RSON 

Eisenhower had committed pos- 
sible 1,250,000 men to the battle 
of the west with this latest of- 
fensive, and to the south Gen. Pat- 
ton crossed the Rhine personally 
to direct the Third Army’s offen- 
Sive into middle Germany, now 
powered by tanks. 

The Rhine had been bridged by 
pontons both in the Ruhr and the 
@hird Army’s middle Rhine cross- 
ings and the big and final push 
was on to knock Germany quick- 
ly from the war. 

Alarmed German broadcasts 
said that more Allied troops of 
the air were descending over ‘a 
broad front north of the Ruhr, 
whose loss will rob the enemy 
of power to resist. 

German forces, stunned by the 
terrible drum fire of 1,100 guns 
massed on the Rhine’s west bank, 
began surrendering by the hun 
dreds as the first waves plunged 
out on the east bank from naval 
landing craft like thoses used on 
Normandy’s beaches, 

NAZIS CORNERED 

Smashing into open country 290 
miles from Berlin the troops of 
Field Marshal Montgomery were 
told by the 2lst Army group com- 
mander that “the enemy is driven 
into a corner.” 

“It will be interesting to see 
how much longer the enemy can 
stand it; the complete and de- 
cisive defeat of the Germans is 
certain,” declared Montgomery. 

The long-rested British Second 
Army, out of action since last Sep- 
tember, opened the attack by cross- 
ing on the north flank at 8 p. m. 
Friday night. An hour later waves 
began moving across on the south 
flank.

Collapsed Parachutes Obscure 


By JACK FLEISCHER. 


ABOARD U. S. GLIDER 
TOWPLANE, Returning From 
Wesel Bridgehead, March 24.— 
(UP)—I have been looking right 
down the Germans’ throat—-from 
the window of a C-47 troop car- 
rier plane dropping glider tows 
only 700 feet over the Rhine bat- 
tlefield. 


It wasn’t pleasant, but so far as 
we could see we cut loose our 
glider all right and the ground un- 
der us was so carpeted with yel- 
low, red, blue and white para- 
chutes that you could hardly see 
the earth. 

This has been the biggest air- 
borne operation of the war. Fif- 
teen hundred transports placed 
thousands of American and Brit- 
ish paratroops and glider troops on 
the earth behind the Rhine wall of 
fortifications. Great quantities of 
equipment, supplies and weapons 
were dropped with .them, 

Over the Wesel bridgehead it- 
self there was a blanket of gray 
and black smoke—the haze of bat- 
tle so dense that it was hard to 
see what was going on. 

But from-our plane it was ob- 
vious that a fierce battle for the 


industrial Ruhr was in progress. 


I am going nuts trying to write‘ 
this dispatch atop a bouncing K-ra- 
tion carton as our C-47 slews its 
way back to the landing base. One 
thing is obvious despite all the 
confusion, The operation is going 
well. 

Our share in it was to cut loose 
one glider loaded with six men 
and equipment. At the start we 
were towing two gliders but the 
other had to cut loose over friend- 
ly territory because the jeep with 
which it was loaded had pulled 
loose from its moorings. 

I watched the gliders of our 


Battletield as Gliders Cut Loose 
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Pground. The smoky haze was get- 
ting thicker and thicker. At sev- 
eral places on the west side of the 
Rhine fires were burning. One 
was from a crashed plane, prob- 
ably a C-47 which a few minutes 
before released its gliders east of 
the Rhine. 

Between Xanten and the Rhine 
I saw three more plane wrecks on 
the ground. It was impossible to 
tell whether they were Allied or 
German but they probably were 
ours.

14.000 Warplanes Rock 
Reich in Record Raid 


LONDON, March 24.—(UP)—The Allies sent an estimated 14,000 
warplanes—the greatest air armada in history—against Germany to- 
day, devastating the Ruhr, launching a record airborne landing and 
blasting Berlin in the first raid on the Reich capital by Italy-based 


planes. 

“This is the opening of the final 
round,” Air Chief Marshal Sir Ar- 
thur Tedder told the fliers in their 
final briefing for the greatest day 
of air operations in five and one- 
half years of war. 


Heavy bombers, medium bomb- 
ers, fighters, gliders, troop carriers 
and tactical planes filled the skies 
over the Reich, shooting down at 
least 68 German planes and plas- 
tering the Ruhr with bombs in 
support of the big Allied push 
across the Rhine. 

American and British planes 
threw an impenetrable air um- 
brella over the ground armies, 
blasted German troop concentra- 
tions, strongpoints, armor, gun po- 
sitions, airfields, railroads and 
highways. They also bombed two 
big fuel refineries. 
SPECTACULAR OPERATION ~— 

Most spectacular was the gigan- 
tic airborne operation in the Wesel 
area, in which between 5,000 and 
6,000 planes were engaged, the 
greatest air effort in history. A 
100-mile column of gliders and 
troop carriers for two hours 
poured thousands of troops be- 
hind enemy lines while protecting 
fighters swarmed on all sides of 
the great formation.

But the Allied attack was suc- 
ceeding primarily not because of 
German morale.

The calm, icy courage of British 
Commandos who lay within 1,500 
yards of Wesel while the RAF put 
on one of the greatest night pre- 
cision attacks of the war. Three 
hundred Lancasters flattened the 
town in 15 minutes, 

The Commandos rushed into 
the flaming rubble and crushed 
the resistance of tough German 
parachute troopers. 

The bravery of American trans- 
port pilots who flew their cum- 
bersome ships with heavy gliders 
in tow into a storm of flak and 
dropped grim airborne troops. 
Sometimes they came back across 
the Rhine in flames, sometimes 
not at all. 

But these are only snapshots in 
the great battle. Here is how it 
developed: 

Yesterday afternoon a pall of 
smoke hung over the entire Ruhr 
and the Rhine from Duesseldorf 
to Arnheim. Some of it was the 
result of Allied smoke pots along 
the river, but most of it was from 
flaming buildings of the Ruhr and 
the impact of thousands of Ameri- 
can and British bombers and fight- 
ers. 

There was little movement be- 
hind the front late yesterday aft- 
ernoon as the Ninth Army and 
the British Second -Army lay 
quiet. 

But with darkness the front 
stirred to life. From the forests 
came the rumble of tanks and 
trucks, and on the roads long con- 
voys sprang forth like magic with 
loads of every conceivable

Eisenhower had committed pos- 
sible 1,250,000 men to the battle 
of the west with this latest of- 
fensive, and to the south Gen. Pat- 
ton crossed the Rhine personally 
to direct the Third Army’s offen- 
Sive into middle Germany, now 
powered by tanks. 

The Rhine had been bridged by 
pontons both in the Ruhr and the 
Mhird Army’s middle Rhine cross- 
ings and the big and final push 
was on to knock Germany quick- 
ly from the war. 

Alarmed German broadcasts 
Said that more Allied troops of 
the air were descending over ‘a 
broad front north of the Ruhr, 
whose loss will rob the enemy 
of power to resist. 

German forces, stunned by the

Let's Pick Out a Likely Beach

NEW YORK, March 24.—(/)—

try, anc transportation—or its pos- 

ibuity—must be looked for. Rela- 
tive nearness of friendly Chinese 
troops also may be important, 

Railways reach the coast only at 
Hongkong, Ningpo, Shanghai, Hai- 
chow, Tangku and Shanhaikwan. 
Except in the north, highways are 
almost nonexistent. 

LACK OF PORT 

The chief difference between the 
China coast and European shores 
is the lack of ports. The Japa- 
nese have recently extended their 
holdings around Hongkong, best 
port in south China, and linked 
it. overland to Hankow. They 
have taken over such ports as Swa- 
tow, Amoy, Foochow, Wenchow 

nd Ningpo. 

The whole south coast, from 
Indo-China to the Hangchow estu- 
ary near Shanghai, is severly in- 
dented by protruding tops of part- 
ly submerged mountains. Many 
{islands block harbor entrances, riv- 
ers generally are short, badly silt- 
ed and unfit for navigation except 
by native junks. 

Their sea approaches also are 
tilted, but in general a pilot who 
knows his China coast-can ma- 
neuver fairly large boats reason- 
eablv close to the shore at many 
spots. 

TRAFFIC ARTERIES

Shanghai, near its mouth, is one 
of the largest ports in the world, 
has ample harbor facilities and lies 
on flat ground. The Japanese 
took it in 1937 from the south, 
landing on the north shore of the 
Hangchow estuary. The sea ap- 
proaches to Shanghai, however, 
are tricky, with a number of is- 
lands and sandbanks cluttering up 
the mouth of the Yangtze. 

The Japanese have displayed 
their nervousness about Shanghai 
by ordering all Japanese civilians 
out of that city and Nanking, 
they also have announced plans 
to evacuate a «million Chinese 
from Shanghai, which would take 
about a fourth of its normal pop- 
ulation. 

SANDBAKE WILDERNESS 

North of Shanghai the China 
coast becomes a wilderness of 
sandbakes and salt flats for about 
300 miles. Around Haichow the 
coastline rises a little, but ap- 
proaches still are shallow. Here 
the important lateral Lunghai 
railway reaches the sea, but the 
port of Haichow is only partly de- 
veloped and lies in shallow water. 

North of Haichow higher ground 
and slightly deeper water set in, 
ending in the small but deep wa- 
ter harbor of Tsingtao, situated 
in a well-protected bay.

No Food Shortage - 
At Tifton College 


By LILLIAN T. JONES 

TIFTON, Ga., March 24.—The 
students and the faculty at the 
Abraham Baldwin Agriculture Col- 
lege in Tifton will not go hungry 
for the college is absolutely self- 
sustaining in food. The college 
has a modern canning, freezing, 
and dehydration plant and all the 
processing is done by the students 
and courses are taught in food 
preservation. This work is headed 
by two faculty members—J. G. 
Chambliss J. and J, N. Leckie. 

A visit through the plant will 
show a canning storage room 
stocked with canned 
peaches, pears, beans, marmalade, 
tomato juice, corn, Georgia cane 
syrup, and soup stock. At the end 
of last canning season, 6,200 gal- 
lons of foodstuff had been canned 
and at present, the storage room 
is fairly well stocked. The excess 
‘not needed by the local college 
goes to other schools in the unl- 
versity system. All of this food 
is produced and processed by stu- 
dents on the campus. 

I n the fozen foods storage room, 
there are pork and beef products, 
|poultry and poultry products, but- 
ter, ice cream, corn, sweet pota- 
toes, beans, turnips, and peas. The 
beef is produced by the college 
and the experiment station and 
the pork is produced by the col- 
lege and fed from the garbage of 
ithe dining hall. The students do 
‘everything from cutting the meat, 


‘smoking, wrapping, and 


‘ing it. 
| The college has recently in- 
‘stalled power equipment which in- 
‘cludes a butter churn, cheese vat, 
pasteurizer, butter mold, separa- 
‘tor, Babcock tester, and a power 
‘ice cream freezer. Their farm 
consists of 70 acres and in the 
poultry department, they have 600 
laying hens, a breeding flock, arfd 
they raise off 3,000 broilers a 
year. 

Approximately 90 per cent of 
the student body participate in 
this food processing program and 
they are taught by classroom in- 
struction and by actually doing 
the job.

FSA Farmers 
In Brooks Make 


Fine Record 


By BETH POWERS, 
Constitution Correspondent. 

QUITMAN, Ga., March 24.—Out 
of 42 Brooks county farmers who 
are buying farms under the Farm 
Security Administration program, 
only four are behind in payments 
and all ®f these are considered 
good to make up their deficiency. 
The reports read at the annual 
meeting held at Morven school 
showed that while only $6,608 were 
due to be paid in 1944, these farm- 
ers really paid in $18,640. County 
Supervisor Jesse Jackson said this 
was nearly 300 per cent. Many of 
these farmers are making two pay- 
ments a year on their farms in- 
stead of the one they are required 
to make. 


PAID IN ADVANCE 

There were seven clients in the 
group who made payments of 
$1,000 or more; four paid from 
$500 to $1,000. Thirty out of the 
42 are ahead of their payment 
schedules, seven have met the pay- 
ments due and only four are de- 
linquent. One of these had a large 
family of small children when he 
started and only he and his wife 
to work. They have fed and cloth- 
ed the children and kept them in 
school and now they are big 
enough to help on the farm and 
the man says he will now catch up. 

The best record made was that 
of a farmer who got a loan of 
$3,818 in 1941 to buy a farm and 
implements and build a new house. 
Since he got the loan he has paid 
in interest $297 and in principal 
$2,555, and owed a balance at the 
end of 1944 of about $1,263. His 
income was entirely from crops 
and livestock he sold, and not a 
dollar came from timber. 

The happy medium between this 
high record and the man with the 
poorest record is that of a farmer 
who got a loan of $2,910 in 1940 
and has paid interest to the amount 
of $334.85 and has reduced his 
principal by $667. These long- 
term loans may run 40 years, but 
Jackson says the record in Brooks 
county shows that the average 
client will pay out in 15 years, 
both principal and interest. 

At the beginning of 1945, the 
report showed that the average 
debt per farm for loans to buy im- 
plements such as tractors or mules, 
seed and fertilizer, is only $88.77. 
One of the farmers who paid $1,000 
derived all this sum from the sale 
of hogs. 

This annual meeting had an 
open forum on farm management 
conducted by farmers who had 
done well with certain’. crops. 
Ralph Patrick, who has led in de- 
veloping a home orchard, told of 
setting out prolific pecans, scupper- 
nongs, grapes, peafs and peaches 
and is trying out some apples. He 
raised all the peaches his family 
could eat and can last year,

was one of the few among the 13 
original states to undertake the ex- 
periment of organizing a govern- 
ment without a written constitu- 
tion, following the pattern of Brit- 
ish precedent. The first written 
constitution came a year after the 


Declaration of Independence, and 
after a certain amount of prodding 
from the congress. The constitu- 
tion of 1777 lasted until two years 
after the federal government was 
formed. It was replaced by the 
1789 version, which was amended 
several times. 

The constitution of 1798 is iden- 


tified in history with one of the 


greatest of Georgians, Gen. James 
Jackson, and endured until the 
War Between the States. New con- 
stitutions were written in 1861, in 
1865 and in 1868, the last during 


the reconstruction period when the 
state was under the control of fed: 
eral troops. With the end of the 
reconstruction period and the oust: 
ing of the carpetbag regime, the 
constitution of 1877 came into ex: 
istence. The name of Gen. Toombs 
was associated with this document, 
as was Jackson’s with that of 
1798. 


The constitution of 1877 was 
written under circumstances that 
made their imprint upon the docu- 
ment.

The framers of the 1877 docu- 
ment dealt realistically with the 
problems that they faced.

BREATHES MODERN SPIRIT 

The members of the assembly | 
undertook the task of revision in 
a spirit of deep earnestness, states- 
manlike willingness to debate and 
compromise. The document which 
they have prepared, while retain- 
ing the venerable traditions of 
Georgia’s institutions, is a docu- 
ment that breathes a modern spirit 
and that will help our state on its 
way to prosperity and economic 
advancement in the postwar pe- 
riod. 

Fortunately for those engaged in 
the task of revision of the consti- 
tution, the attitude of the people 
of Georgia toward their basic law 
always has been singularly real- 
istic and intelligent. Traditionally, ' 
they have recognized the constitu- 
tion for what it is: an agreement 
reached by a majority of the citi- 
zens of the state, acting through 
their representatives subject to 
their eyentual acceptance in a free 
election, upon the nature of the 
compact under which their govern- 
ment should conduct its affairs. Al- 
ways the people of this state have 
felt free to make a new covenant 
of government among themselves 
and to embody in it the reforms, 
the changes and the experiments 
that they wish. 

REFORMS DEMANDED 

Certain reforms embodied in the 
new constitution long have been 
demanded by increasing numbers 
of Georgians. One among these is 
“home rule,” the control over local 
affairs by the residents of the 
counties and municipalities affect- 
ed. Another is the elimination of 
special tax exemptions for favored 
corporations. Elimination of the 
poll tax, which requires a money- 
payment as a prerequisite to the 
right to vote, and provision for a 
uniform literacy test to insure an 
informed electorate. These are rec 
ognized as necessary by an over- 
whelming majority of our people. 

Likewise, a better system of fi 
nancial control for the state is nec 
essary. When this administration 
took office, the total state debt was 
almost $36,000,000. Some of this 
was represented by bonds that had 
been renewed repeatedly for bonds 
issued originally more than a hun- 
dred years ago. Some represented

It is now apparent that the final all-out 
attack on Nazi Germany has begun. 


It is also apparent that, despite sporadic 
resistance in some sectors, British, Cana- 
dian and American troops have crossed 
the Rhine all along its length with amaz- 
ingly light loss of men. 


The weather is favorable. 


Our preparations have been compre- 
hensive. For weeks convoys have been 
pouring vast amounts of material into the 
area between the Maas and the Rhine. 


Moreover, our good fortune in securing 
the Remagen bridge intact and the speed 
with which we exploited it has both 
stunned and demoralized the enemy. The 
fact that the inimitable Patton was able 
to span the Rhine with neither air nor ar- 
tillery support is due in no small measure 
to the fact that the German First and Sev- 
enth armies were virtually decimated in 


the brief battle of the Saar. 


Meanwhile, on the eastern front, our 
Russian ally is reported to have launched 
a smashing new offensive aimed directly 
at Berlin. Red army troops, admits a Nazi 
broadcast, are now within 30 miles of the 
embattled capital. 


From both east and west, in short, in- 
exorable Allied might is closing in on the 
desperate Hitler. The final, decisive assault 
—for which plans were doubtless perfect- 
ed at Yalta—has begun. There can be no 
hurried movement of troops from east to 
west or vice versa to bolster sagging Nazi 
resistance this time ... for the full fury 
comes from both directions. 


“One good heave,” said Prime Minister 
Churchill recently, is all that is needed to 
topple German resistance. 


That “one good heave,” from all appear- 
ances, is now in the process of being made. 


Another Bumper Crop Is Planted 


Patriotic farmers, plagued by labor 
shortages and inability to purchase neces- 
sary equipment, are again launching out 
on a tremendous task: the planting of their 
annual crops. 


The nation’s growing food crisis has 
caused conscientious southern farmers, 
who previously had planned substantial 
reductions in crop acreages, to revise their 
estimates upward. The consequence is 
that virtually the same amount of land 
will be seeded this spring as brought forth 
last year’s bumper crop. 


Meanwhile, the War Department’s an- 
nouncement that 100,000 additional Ger- 
man prisoners of war will be brought to 
this country for farm work lends a bright- 
er hue to what has been a very dismal 


picture. Despite occasional dissatisfaction, 
German prisoners did a good job in help- 
ing with the 1944 crop, and there is every 
reason. to believe—as their military for- 
tunes continue to wane—that they will 
prove even better workmen this year. 


There is a sort of poetic justice in the 
vaunted Nazi superman’s being made to 
help out on the American farm. For from 
those farms has gone so much of the food- 
stuff which has nourished back to life the 
peoples of the starving nations which the 
superman overran. 


War prisoner help may not be the best 
help in the world. But it is better than 
nothing. And the indomitable farmer is 
used to making out with the best he can 
get. 


Other States Have Hospital Trouble, Too 


Georgia is not alone in its difficulty 
in securing adequate competent personnel 
to staff its state hospital for the insane.

“Rodney H. Brandon, state welfare di- 
rector, seeks true economy in asking a 
32 per cent increase in the personnel of 
state mental hospitals. So does Gov.

Undermanned both in quantity and 
quality of attendants, the hospitals are 
not curing the 60 per cent of patients 


whom Mr. Brandon believes to be curable. 
Patients, therefore, remain in hospitals 
far longer than necessary, causing expense 
measurably higher than would be that 
of larger, better staffs. Still more to the 
point, adequate staffs could eliminate the 
brutalities which now recur with shock- 
ing frequency. The governor, however, ° 
should make sure that new personnel is 
chosen strictly on ability. Many present 
evils are directly traceable to attendants 
with scant qualification besides party 
faithfulness.” 


“Modern mental hospitals are places of 
cure, not incarceration,” concludes the 
Sun. “Remarkable progress in restoring 
the mentally ill to useful citizenship is be- 
ing made, particularly in New York, New 
Jersey and Massachusetts. Illinois should 
pull itself up with the leaders.”

Shame on the 
Maids of Teheran 


CAIRO, Egypt.—(By Mail)—Here in Cairo we 

knew the Yalta conference was done before the 

Pith ie news broke. Certain ships showed up at Alex- 

andria, a little more than 100 miles away, and Americans of note, 

such as commanding generals, ministers and so on, began to leave 
hurriedly for that city. 

Also, from our rooms across the street from the British em- 
bassy, we saw Mr. Churchill arrive with a convoy of jeeps and men 
of the guards with tommyguns in them. It was a few days before 
Mr. Edward Stettinius, American secretary of state, came into Cairo. 

Mr. Stettinius is a tourist at heart, being a wise man, and being 
in Cairo he wanted to see some of the attractions. He had a couple 
of hours. In that time he got to see the Pyramids, had himself 
photographed sitting on a camel, just as thousands of tourists and 
GI Joes have done, and then sped to the museum to see the glitter- 
ing treasures from the tomb of Tut-Ankh-Ahmen. He found time 
to telephone the ASNE committee, then preparing to leave for 
Turkey, and departed, leaving the commanding general and Minis- 
ter Pinkney Tuck in a state of exhaustion. A very vigorous man, 
Mr. Stettinius. 

It was days later, of course, before any release was possible. 
That news has been told. We got used to seeing the guards and 
the comings and goings of dignitaries. The best stories always come 


later. 

Ibn Saud One of the world’s fabulous characters is King Abdul 
Aziz ibn Saud, ruler of Saudi Arabia. Saudi Arabia 

is a nation about twice the size of Texas, and it is a strange mixture 

of feudal and modern times. 

No Arabic king had ever left Saudi Arabia, but. ibn Saud did, 
on invitation from President Roosevelt. He journeyed 800 miles 
by automobile and boarded the destroyer at Jidda. No man-o-war 
had ever entered that harbor, but a barefooted Arabic pilot brought 
her in, 

The King had asked to be allowed to feed the crew on the 
journey, but it was diplomatically explained their food was already 
aboard. So, the King brought his own food. The Arabian must 
have his mutton broiled over charcoal. So, to the amazement of 
the sailor crew, which thought it had, as sailors, seen everything, 
there appeared a drove of sheep which were herded onto the fan- 
tail and penned there with lines. 

The King also had brought his royal tent and he had it pitched 
on the deck forward of the foregun turret. There were 40 persons 
in his party, including two pourers of the ceremonial coffee. That 
is coffee of Turkish style. It is pulverized with sugar ground into 
it. It is served in tiny cups with the mud-like grounds at the bot- 
tom of each tiny cup to show that fresh coffee is used for each cup. 
Each cup, the size of a demitasse cup, is brewed specially in small 
copper pots which hold just a cup full. The water is brought to 
a boil four times. The coffee really is wonderful and four cups 
will supply almost as much exhilaration as an equal amount of 
gin. It is powerful, thick and sweet. 

The party brought along its own charcoal braziers and cook 
stoves. The sailors were bug-eyed at the slaughtering of sheep, 
the carving and the cooking which went on all over the destroyer. 

The King brought rich presents to Mr. Roosevelt. It is a habit 
he has. A day or so after the meeting we drove through the desert 
to Faiyum, the great lake in the desert some 40 miles from Cairo. 
There the King had met with Mr. Churchill and Arabic leaders. 
He gave to each servant at the hotel a wrist watch and an Arabian 
dagger at a cost of about $20,000. We arrived for lunch to find 
the manager putting up a sign in his choice room, “Winston Churchill 
slept here.” In time Mr. Churchill may leave as many legends of 
nights spent in taverns as did another distinguished Englishman,

: One hears here many great stories about 
Churchill Story Winston Churchill. An Englishman who shall 
be nameless here because he was an official involved, says that 
the story Winston Churchill most enjoys about himself has to do 
with one of the nomadic but wealthy and powerful tribes of Iran. 
The tribes hate all cities and especially their own capital, Tehran. 
They have a mighty contempt for all residents, called Tehranies. 

Drugs are rare in the plains of Iran and the tribes value them 
highly. An aspirin tablet is worth, in their territory, about 25 
cents. This English officer was in charge of a liaison with the 
tribe and he took along a large box of drugs. 

He explained each drug and then produced a special packet of 
sulfa drugs. 

“This drug,” he said, “is the drug which cured Mr. Churchill 
when he was so ill some months ago,” he informed the chief. 

“Good,” said the chief. -“We will name it the Churchill drug.” 

“It has been found very effective in the treatment of venereal 
disease,” said the officer. 

Whereupon the chief looked very sad. 

“Poor Mr. Churchill,” he said, “he must have got it from those 
terrible Tehranies.” 

The officer told Mr. Churchill about it and they say Mr. 
Churchill roared for half an hour and treasures the story as he 
does none other.

One Department 
For All Education? 


Every now and then the talk turns to whether 
Georgia should have one department of educa- 
tion to supervise schooling from kindergarten 
through post-graduate work, instead of dividing the authority be 
tween the Board of Regents and the Board of Education. Chief 
argument heretofore for the margin of the two boards has been that 
one board would weigh the needs of both the lower and higher 
grades, and thereby end the competition of the two branches for 
appropriations. In answer to this, officials of the two boards say 
“we are all one big happy family”; that they are both working for 
the good of education as a whole; that one applauds the appropria- 
tion the other gets, while striving to improve its own appropriation; 
and that they are working hand-in-hand on educational programs, 
Then they say the job is too big for one board. 


The latest argument for a merging of the boards is on the vet. 
erans’ education program. Both the Board of Education and the 
Board of Regents are making big plans for educating the heroes 
when they return. Both boards realize that many servicemen and 
women will want vocational training on a scale that is higher than 
high school level and lower than college level. The boys and girls, 
grown older during the war, will not want to return to high schools, 
and will not be qualified to enter college. To meet these needs, 
both boards are planning trade training programs. They are co- 
ordinating their efforts at Savannah at a Negro college. But else 
where there may be competition, with the Board of Education setting 
up regional trades schools and colleges planning trades training pro- 


grams. Since this post-high school, pre-college program is not clearly 
the responsibility of either board, some educational observers say 
this emphasizes the need for one department of education to direct 
education of all ages.

But if it be a

build for the welfare of the world. 

There is a genuine sense in 
which these enemies of Paul un- 
consciously told the truth. These 
pioneers of the religion of Jesus 


were destined to “turn the world 
upside down.” But they were to 
do this by reversing the decisions 
of humanity and revolutionizing 
the hearts and attitudes of men. 
They taught a new relationship 
among people, and a new concep- 
tion of divine rule, God is to be 
Father of all men, and His chil. 
dren are to be brothers. This is 
the most radical and revolution- 
ary teaching which ever chal- 
lenged the attention of men. And 
wherever it is accepted, it touches 
the sources of human activity, and 
changes the motives of men. It de- 
thrones competitive greed and 
brings in the reign of co-operative 
sympathy. Its range has the sweep 
of human evolution from the jun- 
gle to the Kingdom of Heaven on 


earth,

There’s a boom in the lecture business, 
giving radio and the movies a run for 
their money. Here’s what it’s all about...

cAr PRESENT, Mr. Josephs, who ts a well-known authorily 
on Latin-American affairs, ts in the midst of an extensive 
lecture tour of the United Slates. 


HE manager of the Royale Theater in Petaluma, Calif., 
had everything set for a big night. Topping the double 
bill was Betty Grable. Next, ““Superman.’’ Then dishes! 

He lined up a crew of emergency ushers, got an assistant 
to help take tickets and prepared to fill the cash register. 
Came curtain time and there were only a dozen people behind 
the velvet ropes. In the next hour, only 15 more showed up. 

Worried, he started to investigate. He found most of the 
town down at the high-school auditorium in the middle of a 
hot debate —- on postwar plans for the Balkans. 

A famous correspondent, recently back from one of Europe's 
trouble spots, was on the platform. He wasn't just delivering 
an oration, but eye-witness stuff and inside stories. 


They Want the Auswers 


Tue crowd wasn’t just listening. When he finished, the 
audience began asking searching questions and then debating 
the answers. The Town Forum was in session. 

The theater manager didn’t get the crowd to his show that 
night. And he scheduled no more big features on forum dates. 
For he learned, as has most of the U.S. durmg the last few 
years, that Mr. and Mrs. America today are more concerned 
about mnternational and home front problems than they ever 
were before. 

They read more, see more films, listen longer to the radio. 
But you can’t talk back to a newspaper or a loud-speaker. 
So Mr. and Mrs. America are deserting the movies, 
shows, radios and front parlors to find out the answers 
right in their own communities. 

Last year more than 25,000,000 people attended town 
meetings and every other kind of forum, in small towns like 
Petaluma (pop. 8,034) and big ones from New York to Los 
Angeles, That was more than had ever attended before in 
history, including ancient Greeoe, which started the idea. 

No one forced them. They went voluntarily ; put down more 
than $15,000,000 to listen — and to talk. 

This year approximately 50,000 forums will meet anywhere 
from five times a season to three times a week in high schools, 
converted theaters, clubhouses, civic centers, even coal mines. 

This year, America, with sons and daughters fighting a 
global war, is most interested in the war fronts. Next come 
foreign affairs -- our policies abroad and the peace. 


Neo More Isolated Communities 


Arter foreign affairs and forums have demonstrated 
that there are no more isolated communities in the U. S. 
come the big domestic issues, such as postwar planning and 
jobs for the boys who will be coming home. 

Frontline correspondents just back with European and 
Pacific eye-witness stories get the biggest crowds. The most 
provocative questions draw the greatest cash. Maurice 
Hindus, recently returned from Moscow, has a schedule of 
75 talks in 28 states crowded into three months — which 
hardly allows time to gargle between question periods. He'll 
probably make about $50,000 from lectures this season. 

Brig. Gen. Carlos Romulo, aide to General MacArthur 
and now Resident Commissioner of the Philippines, 
set an all-time high in getting around. He squeezed 300 
talks into the last season and a half. Once he got so close on 
connections he had to hire a hearse to ride from Philadelphia 
to Wilkes-Barre. ““Only way I could make it,’”’ he told the 
astonished reception committee. 

Spurning conventional methods of getting around, white- 
haired, plaid-shirted Carl Sandburg often hitchhikes on milk 
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trucks or arrives on horseback. He likes to hold late discussions. 

H. R. Knickerbocker, whose reporting provokes much 
comment and questioning, sighed after one whirlwind tour, 
“It will be nice to get back for a rest — in war-torn Europe.” 

Some writers like Vincent Sheean and Quentin Reynolds 
first hated the ordeal by public cross examination. Today, 
both are tops in their fields; draw fees of $750 to $1,000 a night. 

Asked the secret of his transformation, Sheean said: ‘“The 
American people are so friendly, so interested, that I just 
forgot the stage fright.”’ 

Platform pimples are understandable for the forum expert, 
however, because most aren’t orators at all. “‘A forum expert 
is anybody people will come to hear, and to whom they’!l 
listen,’’ says W. Colston Leigh, who manages more than any 
other single agent. 


Here’s Why Forums Are Popular 


Woe betide the expert who talks down to Mr. and Mrs. 
America, he adds, or who commits the worst forum sins of all 
— ducking the issu@.or getting riled when heckled. 

The privilege of debating with the experts is one of the 
reasons forums have bea "Re 80 popular. In fact, it’s devel- 
oped an entirely new typ of expert, sometimes com- 
bining the abilities of an Information-Pleaser, Town 
Crier and Paul Revere. He travels from 100 to 1,500 miles 
a week, reaches from 35 to 150 groups a season. 

Eighty per cent of forum headliners are correspondent- 
writers. Most do two or three things. Triple-threat corre- 
spondents, who broadcast dispatches, write books and lecture, 
excel in several fields at the same time. 

Now Orson Welles, something of a triple-threat himself, 
has become a lecturer. He’s getting $2,000 a night — not as 
much as Charles Dickens, who earned $228,000 in an 1867-68 
season and a half, but more than Ralph Waldo Emerson, who 
toured New England for $5 a night and oats for his horse. 

Every expert has a different approach. Leland Stowe once 
electrified Boston Ford Hall Forum listeners by pulling a roll 
from his pocket, holding it in the spotlight and asking how 
long it would keep them from starving. “‘About a day,” was 
the average answer. ‘““That’s a fortnight’s bread ration for a 
Russian soldier,”’ he explained. 

Another time, in Buffalo, Merrill ‘‘Red’’ Mueller, NBC war 
correspondent, tore a pféce of paper into shreds, and remarked: 
“If I'd done that in England, I'd be in jail.’’ Scrap collections 
in Buffalo doubled the next week. 

Most correspondents and writers do quite well in front of 
forum microphones, regardless of youth or speaking experi- 
ence. Some, like Washington columnist Drew Pearson, make 
a habit of going out on a limb; have a terrific time explain- 
ing away predictions that don’t come true. 

Biographer Emil Ludwig once was caught up in Detroit, 
with a quotation recited from memory, of something contra- 
dictory he’d said four years previously. He finally discouraged 
his heckler by explaining that “tempus fugits’’ and minds 
change. Correspondent Louis Fischer sometimes gets called 
for opinions of his wife, Markoosha, an author-lecturer in her 
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GENIUS: Dr. Einstein explains secrets of math 


own right. He wins sympathy by asking if it’s the first time 
a man has been cited for what the Mrs. said. 

Norman Thomas is one of our most popular political lec- 
turers, handles heckling well. Dr. Albert Einstein, on the other 


hand, found he could explain relativity but couldn’t answer . 


some of the posers put to him by his audiences. 

Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt is rated the greatest expert of all 
in tactfully answering every question. Dorothy Thompson is 
another who attracts many who try to put her on a spot. 

Miss Thompson has rarely been outsmarted. But another 
woman did make her lose her temper — Congresswoman 
Clare Boothe Luce in a forum debate. 

Few women experts are giving the distaff side of issues any 
more. Sob sisters are out. One timid Detroit moderator 
learned this to her chagrin when Dixie Tighe, famed by-liner 
back from Britain, was asked at a pre-Christmas date to 
give her address ‘“‘in a holiday mood.”’ 

Incredulous, Dixie snapped: ‘Sure, I'll put a sprig of holly 
on each corpse.”” Then she proceeded to give such a graphic 
description of what she’d seen buzz bombs do that her audi- 
ence was in tears. She was promptly signed up for next season. 

Sometimes, as in Petaluma, forums start from casual con- 
versations. Tired of taking a three-hour bus ride to San 
Francisco, Petalumans hired experts to come to them. 

Civic groups often take the lead. Newspapers in many cities 
have helped organize forums for veterans to give the men 
who come back a real participation in affairs. 

Near Allentown, Pa., a group of suburban localities unable 
to finance Their own forum move to a different locale each 
week, sharing gas and expenses. Industrialists underwrote 
forums in Kingsport, Tenn., and Savannah, Ga., on the theory 
that workers interested in world affairs would do a better job. 


The Public Gets the Best 


A Frew years ago, big forums like those in Philadelphia, San 
Francisco, Chicago and Detroit had to depend mostly on 
famous names. Now the subject comes first. Although names 
still make forums, smaller communities with reduced expenses 
and season-subscriber budgets demand and get the best. 

So successful are forums in reflecting public sentiment that 
Washington keeps a close eye on what’s said. Forum reports 
reach the desk of President Roosevelt. And publishers find 
forums great stimulators of serious book sales. 

Educators say forums are the most important medium of 
adult education. Impossible of being monopolized or 
controlled, forums prove that Americans want to par- 
ticipate in the world for which they're fighting. 

Recently the California Board of Education announced that 
communities wanting forums could have state financial help 

if speakers dealt with current, controversial issues. 

Why? Here’s the way one official put it to me: 

“Only by getting the facts on the big issues, debatable as 
they may be, to the people and then discussing them can we 
escape the fate of those countries which have been trained to 
listen — and take it without questioning from a Fuehrer, 
a Duce or Caudillo.”’ The End

At the 
first bench you see a dark-haired, 
serious-eyed fellow polishing the 
face of a hemetine stone on a whirl- 
ing metal disk. He may work a whole 
day on this one gem. It’s a task that 
demands the patience of Job, yet 
this boy was in bloody action a few 
short months ago. 


Painstaking Stuff 

At THE next bench a husky blond 
giant is grinding a stone on a wheel. 
At intervals he measures its breadth 
with a gauge —- he’s concerned with 
fractions of millimeters. Incredibly 
painstaking stuff, and he’s fresh 
out of a hospital where he tossed 
for weeks with a bullet wound. 

Young Eddie Byrnes, a native 
New Yorker with Irish good looks, 
has the storied Battle of Midway to 
look back on. He’s typical of the 
men in the Williams shop, and vol- 
uble into the bargain: “‘How do I 
like getting back to work? How do I 
like to go to the-ball game? 

“It's great just what I’ve been 
day-dreaming about for months. I 
had plenty of tume to think in the 
hospital, and I decided there were 
three things I wanted when I got 
back home: a nice, pretty girl; a nice, 
homey flat and a good job. I got ‘em 
all now — and even a three-months’- 
old kid, too — a girl kid. 

*‘No, I don’t remember that many 
guys were worried about getting 
‘adjusted.” They worried about 
how long it would be before they 
could get out of the ward and 
show the world they could make 
good. 

“Oh, sure, I was nervous myself 
when I started here. But who isn’t, 
on a new job? I’m not worried about 
the adjusting business — I’m too 
busy learning how to be a good lap 
— lapid — ”’ 

“‘Lapidary,’’ laughed Mat Rosen- 


thal. “‘Eddie’s already a good one, 
but he never can remember the 
word. Most lapidaries — gem work- 
ers, that 1s —- come from Germany. 
Over there it’s the kind of craft 
that’s passed down from father to 
son. But I don’t see why Americans 
can't learn, too. Take Eddie — he’s 
gone farther in three months than 
most apprentices in Germany go in 
two years. He's already cut a swell 
topaz for his wife, and that’s sup- 
posed to be a job for an expert.” 

The Gabriel Williams Company 
is still small. There are less than a 
score of vets at the benches, and the 
output of stones ts at present used 
only for ring settings. But the busi- 
ness is growing fast, and after the 
war, when hemetine will be sold for 
industrial uses, the pay roll will 
number at least 300. 


Run the Show 


Mat’s immediate plans are to train 
50 disabled vets as key men; they'll 
run the show as expert, highly paid 
lapidanés. There will be two facto- 
ries, one in New Jersey and one in 
New Mexico — the latter for the 
benefit of men who need a warm, 
dry climate 

Mat Rosenthal sums up about 
vets as workers: ““When a man has 
been through the muck and pain of 
war,”’ he says, “‘he begins to really 
understand what a hell of a blessing 
it is to live like a human being in a 
clean home and hold down a respect- 
able job. When a man spends twelve 
months on a hospital cot with a 
mortar wound in his leg — like 
Andy Marcisak, the dark-haired lad 
you saw -- the States loom up in 
his mind as an honest-to-God Land 
of Promise. 

“Of course, the fellow in the next 
cot to Andy may have got soured 
on the world, may need and deserve 
a whole lot of adjustment. But from 
my dealings with the boys, I'd say 
most of them are getting up on the 
right side of bed.”’

RIGADIER GENERAL LAURIS NORSTAD, whose pic- 

ture appears on THIS WEEK’s cover, is the oldest 
young general in American aviation. At 38, Chief of 
Staff of the 20th Air Force, he directs the B-29 Super- 
fortresses that are aimed at the heart of Japan. 

Quiet, in the traditions of his Norse ancestry, he is 
polite but bewildered trying to answer why, last year, 
at 37 he was put at the head of so mighty a force. 

“‘Maybe,” he suggests modestly, “‘maybe they just 
ran out of generals.” 

In Washington, D. C., his staff explains the Nor- 
stad phenomenon simply by saying: ‘‘He’s aviation’s 
man of tomorrow. He was just ripe for this war and 
he was just born for his part in it.” And they point 
out two other generals in the Air Force who are under 
30. And that aviation is a young man’s business. 


Helped Plan Invasion 


Norstap graduated from West Point in 1930. When 
war broke out he was a major; 15 months after Pearl 
Harbor a brigadier general. He helped plan the aerial 
campaign for the African invasion. From the earliest 
stages of the first great Allied drive in this war he 
was operations chief for the Air Forces in the Medi- 
terranean theater. He holds the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal, the Silver Star, the Legion of Merit and 
the Order of the British Empire. 

He doesn’t talk much. He’s trim, resolute andvery 
agreeable. But he keeps his own counsel. 

“I'd rather let the men doing the flying do 
the talking,’’ he says. ‘“Those fellows and their 
B-29’s make a better noise.”’ 

He lives quietly — when he’s in Washington — in 
a brick house in Officers’ Row at Bolling Field, across 
the Potomac from his offices in the Pentagon. He 
married Isabelle Jenkins when he was a first lieuten- 
ant. They have a seven-year-old daughter, Kristin. 


Calculated System of Attack 


J UST now, his problems are heavier than ever before. 
His B-29’s are bombing Tokio. His objectives? He 
quotes his boss, Gen. H. H. Arnold: “ “To conduct a 
calculated system of attack upon Japanese capacity 
until the Japs are destroyed.’ ”’ 

There’s no end to this story. Because there’s no 
end to the youth of America and no limit to the re- 
sources with which they meet challenges of the future. 
And because they’re tomorrow’s generals — today. 

In Chicago, his father, the Rev. Martin Norstad, 
pastor of the Lutheran Deaconess Hospital, has just 
about the best explanation for this one of his five 
children who turned out to be a general: 

“He always had a burning ambition — not to be 
somebody — but to do things... ”’

To Faithless Wives 


Deserters on the home 
front are traitors to 


their country. Look... 


T HALLORAN HosPITAL recently, I talked 
with a group of officers, who suggested 
that I write this article: 

Conversation had turned to the report 
made by a Red Cross worker, newly re- 
turned from France. She said that ““Amen- 
can wives who want divorces, together with 
rumors of their infidelities at home, have 
created a serious morale problem among 
servicemen Overseas. 

‘An average of five soldiers a day in the 
Seventh Army alone,” she added, “‘are re- 
ceiving word — from wives themselves or 
from friends and neighbors sending I- 
thought-you-ought-to-know letters — that 
their wives want divorces.” 

Surgeon is Bitter 
A yYounc lieutenant whose head was band. 
aged pomted to the officer who was stand- 
ing on my left. 

““Get the Doc to tell you,”’ he said, “‘what 
wrong letters from home do to a man. He 
knows almost all there is to know about 
everything.” 

Very bitterly, the wounded surgeon (him- 
self unmarried) told me: “If I were to tell 


you what I think of a woman who writes 
her husband at the front that she has fallen

in love with Willie-the-Wolf and wants a 
divorce, you couldn’t print it in your col- 
umn. 

“Buf I can say that the man overseas — 
whether he has been sweating and sizzling 
in the tropics for three years or whether he 
has endured paralyzing cold and exhaustion 
on the Western Front— 1s not giving 
thought to the likes or dislikes of his situa- 
tion. He knows he has to go where he is sent 
and that he is expected to give his whole- 
ness of body or his life if necessary. Should 
he turn-back, he would be shot as a deserter! 


She Wasn't Drafted 


**His wife at home married because she 
wanted to. She wasn’t drafted. If through 
worry about her desertion, her husband’s 
efficiency is lessened, or if he is led to reck- 
less sacrifice of his life, the loss to his coun- 
try is the same. In that case her deser- 
tion of him actually will have made 
her a deserter to her country. 

‘Not only that, but her behavior will also 
afiect his buddies who hear hss bad news, 
and begin to worry about thetr own homes. 
Even though they really are certain of their 
own wives, they begin thinking about them- 
selves in all of thei discomfort —— the pain 
of their exhausted, unkempt bodies, almost 
always either wet and steaming hot or stiff 
with cold. 

‘They are aware that their bearded faces 
and matted hair are brutishly unattractive. 
And they are haunted by the picture of 
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“lt wonder how much they do consider a satisfactory tip” 
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other men at home — men who are well- 
groomed, well-fed, luxuriously at ease and at 
their presentable best. 

*‘How can any man feel other than worried 
at the contrast? How can such a mental pic- 
ture fail to produce a letdown in fighting 
ability — or a recklessness that leads to a 
casualty that might have been avoided?” 

It isn’t that these men aren’t brave. It

isn’t that they think themselves in any way 
inferior to any man who can possibly be left 
on the home front. But in their physical 
fatigue they cannot stand that last 
straw of unfair comparison. 

According to this surgeon who for three 
years has been mending the wounded on 
three fronts, a war-wife’s personal feeling 
should have no more to do with her job of 


holding the home line than her husband’s 
personal feeling about holding the line of 
battle. It is the duty of both to forget them- 
selves and carry on! 

This, of course, brings up the subject of 
how much of a recluse a loyal and loving wife 
is expected to be. Must she stay home, go 
nowhere, see no one? 


Here Are the Rules 


Tue answer to this is obviously, ““No.”’ And 
the answer to the suggestion that she go 
dancing every night, even at the USO, is: 
“It 1s not quite the thing she ought to do.” 

Going out now and then with her friends 

both men and women — is quite all right. 
But her rules should be: “Never go out with 
any one man alone. Never sit next to the 
same man often enough to let people couple 
his name with hers. Never see enough of any 
one man to have him become necessary to ber 
or to occupy a real place in her life.’’ These 
are all self-preserving don’ts she is expected 
to keep in mind. 

The only real answer to this problem is 
one that I wrote to a reader of this column 
long ago: It depends entirely upon the war- 
wife’s attitude. If, after having gone out for 
the evening, she sits down to write eagerly 
to her John — to share with him everything 
she saw and heard; if more than this, she 
wished throughout the evening that he had 


been there, then there is nothing whatever 
to worry about. But the first moment she 
hesitates to write John where she went and 
whom she saw — because she fears he may 
not understand or that his friends may write 
something she would not want them to — 
she has come to the signpost “Stop.” 

It perhaps seems trivial but there is one 
other source of gossip that is all too easily 
started. This is caused by the misdirected 
sympathy of a young wife’s friends. Seeing 
her drooping spirits, they encourage her to 
accept an invitation to go dancing at the club. . 
Her escort may be harmless enough, but going 
with him can easily become a habit, which in 
turn leads to gossip of the very sort most 
destroying to the morale of a husband at the 
front. 

Loneliness is No Excuse 
To one who tells me she is lonely, and that 
she is too young to sit alone, let me say there 
are many needs for strong young hands in 
every branch of war work. Being lonely be- 
cause of idleness has very little excuse. 

So-called friends here at home who write, 
‘| - thought - you-ought-to-know”’ gossip to 
John about Mary are not even discussible. 
They are happiness wreckers, thoroughly dis- 
agreeable people who build nothing in com- 
pensation for what they destroy.

Many of the most comfortable and charm- 
ing De Ginks, though, are those which 
ATC built from scratch. ATC has put into 
these buildings planning and design which 
could well make them forerunners of what 
the postwar aerial traveler will find in even 
the remotest parts of the world. 

Just how the name De Gink became 
attached to the system is somewhat of a 
mystery. In the Midwest a guy always has 
been a “‘gink”’ in street-corner lingo. The 
old sourdoughs used to call a low drinking 
saloon a Gink-gin. Veterans of the last 
war will recall that visiting dignitaries 
who got in the way at the front were 
always billeted in De Ginks. They were 
invariably the leakiest billets in the area — 
so bad that nobody but touring Ginks would 
be exposed to them. 

Here and there around the world one 
hears another story about the origin of the 
name. The theory is that early in this war 
a group of high-priority travelers were 
weathered in overnight at a newly acquired 
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ATC base which boasted nothing more 
comfortable in the way of a billet than tents. 

A couple of Midwestern GI’s, surveying 
the travelers’ plight from a ditch near the 
landing strip, leaned on their shovels and

almost simultaneously said quizzically, 
‘‘Where the hell do you suppose they'll put 
de Ginks?”’ The name stuck, soon was trans- 
ferred to the hotels that George built. 
Whether or not that story is true, ATC 
accommodations are known all over the 
world as De Ginks, although often the hotel 
has some other identifying name. The 
De Gink at the port of aerial embarkation 
at Presque Isle, Me., for instance, is the 


Hotel El Paso del Norte; at Guadalcanal’ 


it’s the Pest House. 
Bus Picks Him Up 


It wasat Presque Isle that the writer made 
his first acquaintance: with a De Gink. 
Arriving at dusk on a cold and damp winter 
night, a neophyte in ATC travel, he ex- 
pected to be bedded down in a barracks 
Instead, an ATC transient-service bus 
picked him up at the plane and whisked 
him away to what outwardly looked lke 
a modern two-story barracks. 

What he found inside would have emp- 
tied his wallet in prewar days. Instead of a 
barracks, he saw a warm and cozy lounge 
and at one side, a room-clerk’s counter. 
Behind it stood Staff Sgt. R. C. Arnts. Tall, 
black-haired and mustached, Sergeant Arnts 
might just as well have been in morning 
coat and trousers with a white carnation 
for a boutonniere. For his smile, demeanor 
and general appearance — outside of his 
GI khaki — made him look like the busy, 
traditional metropolitan hotel manager. 


Registering took but a moment and pres- 
ently one of the members of Arnts’ soldier- 
staff picked up our bags and led us to our 
room. The first reaction was that it was a 
gag. For there in the midst of nowhere the 
ATC had built a hotel which boasted beau- 
tiful private rooms with satin comforters, 
an easy chair, a dresser and handsome 
matching plaid bedspread and draperies. 

But we were in for more surprises. In the 
dining room, local girls in neat white uni- 
forms took orders from strange menus. It 
was then dinner time and the T-bone steak 
and French fried onions were more than 
welcome. But among the other offerings 
were orange juice, eggs, cereal, hot cakes 
and other breakfast dishes. 


‘Lose Time Identity 


WE LEARNED that day and night lose their 
identity to world air travelers. One may 
fly-all night and be ready for a big dinner 
upon arrival at 4:30 in the morning. Another 
may sleep all day at the De Gink after a 
long night in the air and want breakfast 
at 7 or 8 p.m. That’s why most De Ginks 
have the same menus all day and all night 
and why their dining rooms are never closed. 

Good old America, we thought, as we 
left Presque Isle and headed for Britain. 
Elsewhere it wouldn't be like that. But 
we were wrong again! 

Up at Stephenville, Newfoundland, where 
the ATC has built huge Harmon Field in 
the midst of a northern wilderness, the De 
Gink was newer and even more luxurious, 
looked like a beautiful .hunting lodge. It 
had a large and handsomely appointed 
lounge, complete to large fieldstone fire- 
place, hammered bronze wood box, spinet 
piano, radio and ovegstuffed sofas. It even 
had a magazine table, with everything from 
a treatise entitled “‘Bundling’”’ to the latest 
overseas editions of the weekly news maga 
zines. 

But we didn’t do much reading. We were 
more intereste® in exchanging expenences 
with the fighting men fresh from China, 
India, Paris and other war theaters. 

All the Harmon Field De Gink’s rooms 
were equipped with canary-yellow venetian 
blinds and drapes, and the washrooms 
boasted daylight lighting. Suites were re- 
served for VIPs — very important persons. 

Like all De Ginks, a soldier was in charge 
here. He was Sgt. Walter J. Gielan, 30, 
formerly an assistant manager of a big 
Chicago hotel. He was getting only $78 a 
month now, but serving equally prominent

guests, in and out of uniform. 
Walter treats VIPs and VUPs 
very unimportant people — alike. 

At such bases as Goose Bay, 
Labrador, and Meeks Field near 
Reykjavik, Iceland, we marveled 
at the warmth of the De Ginks. 
Warmth seemed too much to ex- 
pect on cold and rocky Iceland. 
But here, too, was a comfortable 
De Gink, deceptively housed in 
a group of camouflaged quonset 
huts. 

Iceland received the first Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Force of this 
war, and the Russian diplomat, 
Molotov, went through there 
shortly after we relieved the Brit- 
ish occupying troops. There was 
no De Gink and the distinguished 
Russian had to bunk on an Army 
cot in a Nissen hut. His good- 
humored jibe in Washington 
resulted in a rush order for a 
De Gink for Meeks Field. 

Today Iceland’s De Gink rivals 
any other in the system for interior 
beauty and comfort, although all 
the builders had to start with 
were the eight quonset huts. These 
were joined together to form an 
H, were insulated with beaver 
board and carpeted. 


All the Trimmings 


Tuey were furnished by a New 
York department store whose 
decorators, deciding on a modern- 
istic décor, sent to Scandinavian 
Iceland Swedish modern .- light 
wood furniture and lamps, striped 
draperies and bedspreads and all 
the other trimmings. 

Arriving at Iceland's De Gink 
during the small hours of the night, 
one feels slightly reminiscent about 
the vacuum cleaner and wax pol- 
isher which are put to work each 
night in the lobby and corridors. 

At Prestwick, Scotland, one of 
the principal debarkation ports for 
over-the-Atlantic passengers, we 
found a De Gink which is shared 
with the British. It is the large, 
sprawling Orangeficld Hotel 
whose lobbies resound to many 
tongues as soldiers and digni- 
taries of all Allied countries 
chatter animatedly. 

On the other side of this air field 
is the old Adamton House. Every 
room in this De Gink has a stone 
fireplace that works. 

Perched atop a cliff on the 
Cornish coast is another ATC 
hotel, serving passengers en route 
to Africa, the Middle East and the 


Far East. Once this De Gink was a 
resort hotel popular with vacation- 
ing Londoners. Similar hostelries 
have been taken over in Wales and 
Northern Ireland. 

In the tropica, where the ATC 
copes with heat rather than cold, 
De Ginks range from beautiful, 
shaded stone units, such as those 
overlooking the sea at Borinquen, 
to the thatched-roof hostelries of 
the tropical islands in the South 
Pacific. 

For sheer luxury, though, none 
can compare with the beautiful 
Villa Mas Maas and the Anfa 
Hotel in Casablanca, and the Fleet- 
wood and the Floridian in our 
southern playground. 

Unique Chain 
At of these are now links in the 
world’s largest chain of hotels — 
General George’s De Ginks. And 
it is a unique chain for more than 
one reason. For one thing you 
can’t pay more than a dollar a 
night for the best room. 

You might ask, ‘“‘Why all the 
luxury?” The answer is simple. 
The bulk of the men who fly the 
ATC routes as passengers are do- 
ing a back-breaking job to get the 
war over at the earliest possible 
moment. So a good night’s sleep 
in comfortable, cheerful surround- 
ings is worth its weight in Nazis. 
Perhaps even more important, 
though, is the rest and the break 
in monotony which De Ginks 
afford to thousands of ATC pilots, 
both military and contract. 

Some day ATC will figure up 
the number of rooms in the De 
Gink system. General George does- 
n’t knew. However, his statisti- 
cians have worked out a few figures 
which tell their own story. 


Nine Divisions 


In 1944, for instance, the nine 
geographical glivisions of the Air 
Transport Command furnished 
quarters to approximately 5,000,- 
000 travelers and pilots, fed them 
15,000,000 meals and provided an- 
other 2,000,000 “‘inflight”’ meals. 

In one month alone recently 
ATC provided sleeping quarters 
for almost 500,000 men, and a few 
women, and fed them 1,250,000 
meals, in comfortable dining rooms, 
and 175,000 meals in flight. The 
North Atlantic Division in that 
month alone furnished transient 
quarters for nearly 150,000 per- 
sons, served 350,000 meals and 
put up 54,000 “‘inflight”’ luncheons. 

All this was made possible be- 
cause somebody once said, “Let 
George do it.” The End 
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Funny how you get to talking to people on trains”

Exotic Avocados 
BY CLEMENTINE PADDLEFORD 
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Raugh tells his sto

VOCADO, table aristocrat of the 
A 20's, exotic, expensive, is 
now hailed as the most democratic 
of foods. Once a single fruit cost 
a dollar and up; now the avocado 
sells for a dime to a quarter. Once 
it was eaten only in salad or au 
aaiurel, now it fits obligingly into 
anv part of the menu. 

The avocado growers taught 
cooks in the States to use this 
fruit of strange meaty flavor, 
the day-by-day feod in coun- 
trices south of the border. Fruits 
of the first commercial groves of 
California and Florida went to 
hotel tables. In the retail markets 
the avocado made a slow start. To 
speed matters, the growers trained 
a crew of “avocado preachers” to 
teach the public what to do with 
those crazy-looking things then 
called “alligator pears.” 

A gangling Scoich-Irish Cali- 
fornia farm boy by the name of 
Howard Raugh was sent into the 
East to tell avocado’s story. He 
told it recipe fashion. Driving his 
truck to the fruit dealer's store, 
young Raugh would dash in with 
a fist full of cooking tips, a pocket 
full of ‘‘pears’’ for the boss to carry 
home. Once the dealer learned by 
home table eating of the fruit’s 
goodness he passed the good word 
along to his customers. 


Avocado Preachers 


Oruer preachers used other meth- 
ods — but the avocado got going. 
Statistics tell the story: in 1925 
but 200,000 pounds were sold in 
this country. In 1944 sales passed 
20,000,000 pounds. 

Raugh’s “‘preaching’’ days are 
done, but his recipe file (his “‘avo- 
cado bible’’) grows with the years. 
Here are tips borrowed from the 
Raugh collection to use as the 
spring crop moves into market. 

This butterball fruit (8 to 32 
per cent fat) makes a delectable 
spread for hot bread to substitute 
for short butter. Combine one cup 
sieved avocado, one teaspoon grat- 


ry recipe fashion 


ed onion, 14 teaspoons lemon 
juice, a few drops of tabasco 
sauce, add salt to taste, and whip 
until smooth. 

Avocado mayonnaise 1s a rich 
stuff made without fat, made with- 
out cream. Beat together 4% cup 
orange juice, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, one teaspoon honey and % 
teaspoon salt. Add the flesh of 
one large ripe avocado, a little at 
a time, beating-all the while. Yield: 
one cup of dressing. 

Ask Howard Raugh his favorite 
way of eating the avocado, he pulls 
out a recipe that came from Rio de 
Janeiro. Cut the fruit lengthwise 
and place a half on each piate. 
Instruct guests to spoon-gash the 
flesh. Sprinkle with sugar, squeeze 
lime juice over. Gently, lightly, 
stir, pressing the syrup down to 
seep into the cuts. Eat instantly as 
appetizer, salad or dessert. 


Spread the Canapes 
SieveD pulp of the fruit can be 
seasoned as you will with minced 
omon, horseradish, mustard, ta- 
basco, to spread the toast canapés. 
Avocado blends obligingly with 
both fruits and vegetables, with 
both meats and seafoods for in- 
numerable combinations for cock- 
tails and salads. Avocado cuts 
a fine figure in cream soups 
and clear broths when diced or 
sieved to add as a garnish. 

Sieved avocados may be added 
to any basic recipe for sherbet, ice 
cream or mousse — allowing one 
half cup of the fruit to a quart of 
the mixture. 

Satisfying is this hearty fruit to 
use as a hot dish for the main 
course. Fill its seed cavity with 
creamed, cooked asparagus or 
mushrooms or one of the seafoods, 
such as crabmeat, shrimp or lob- 


. ster, or choose among the meats 


cooked cubed lamb, veal, ham or 
chicken. Place the fruit halves 
skin down in a baking pan, fill the 
centers with the creamed mixture, 
top with buttered crumbs. Pour 
in warm water to cover pan bot- 
tom and place in a moderate oven 
(350°F.) not longer than five min- 
utes and serve snapping hot. A 
spoon is the tool for avocado half 
shell, served hot or cold.
